Nor was it. to be ſtretch'd beyond its legal 


Bounds ; but all its Authority was to be re- 


gulated by the Conſent of the People, and the 
Approbration of the Divine Oracle. 


FO S HU A was their next Ruler and Sove- 


-reign, and was ſucceeded by the Judges, who 
were God's Vicegerents, and upon extraor- 


dinary and ſudden Occafions, were to deli- 


ver and protect the People. For tho? each 
Tribe was a diſtin Province, and no one 


of them had any Superiority over the other,

Ta vs it appears that the Origin of Civil 
Government was from the Conſent and Agree- 
ment of the People; and their Good and 
Wellfare was the ſupreme Law: And that 
Governors, who were appointed for theſe great 
Ends, became accountable to thoſe that ap- 
pointed them; I do not mean to particular 
Men in their Single Capacities, but to the Col- 
lective Body of their 3 lawfully 
aſſembled. 


I SHALL now ſpeak of the Goverment of 
this Nation, which hath anciently been, in its 
Frame and Conſtitution Monarchical, tho 
never a pure Monarchy, which is a real Ty- 
ranny: but was Politically ſubjected to Laws, 

and-now farther limited by ſuch proper Nega- 
tives, as not to render it diſhonourable to the 
King, and yet ſecure both to An and his 
People. | 


Jos 115, the moſt eſſential Part of our 
Conſtitution, was eſtabliſhed by the Great 
King Alfred; who drove out the Danes, en- 
couraged and protected Learning, and guarded 
Liberty by this invaluable Inſtitution, ſo 
much envy'd by the whole World.

Tus Juſt Prince, was ſuch an Enemy to 
Corrupt Magiſtrates, that he cauſed Forty 
Four Judges, within the Space of a Year, to 
be executed for not doing Juſtice. Such In- 
ſtances of Virtue are ſcarcely to be met with, 
eſpecially in 'Popiſh Reigns. They are ſo 
fond of lawleſs Power, that no Com- 


pact or Laws can bind them, For this 


Reaſon, our Conſtitution, notwithſtanding 


its good Laws and Limitations, can never be 


ſecure under Popiſh Monarchs. To render 
this conſpicuous, I will mention ſeveral In- 


ſtances from — 


To begin with W illiam the Firſt, and his 


Son William the Second, whom the People, 


to oblige, placed on the Throne, and rejected 
Robert his Elder Brother. This Favour he 
not only ſoon forgot, but oppreſſed the Pec- 


ple by Extortions, Injuſtice, and Rapine : and 
therefore after his Death, before they choſe 


Henry the Firſt, who was alſo a Younger 
Brother, they had his Promiſes and Oaths 
that they ſhould have their ancient Rights, 


and be governed according to Law: But in 
a little Time after his being fixed on the 


Throne, he incroached on the People's Rights 


and Liberties, and ſo e exerciſed his 
Prero- 
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(9). 
Preragative, that his Will became a Law, and 
the People were made ſubject to thoſe cruel 
and oppreſſive Laws of the Foreſt. 


In the Reign of King Jobu, the Barons 
demanded Reſtoration of the Laws of St Ed. 


ward the Saxon, with their other Rights and 
Privileges, contained in the two Charters, the 


one called, The Great Charter of Liberties ; 
and the other, The Charter of the Liberties of 
the Foreft : To which the King agreed, and 


confirmed it by a Solemn Oath, and on the 
Side of the People, it was eftabliſhed by the 
Lords Spiritual and Temporal of the Realm- 


But this Compact ſetting Bounds to the regal 
Power, laſted not long ; for in a little Time, 
regardleſs of his ſolemn Obligations, he broke 


this Agreement; and oppreſſed and inſlaved 


the People as before. 


In the Reign of Henry the Third, the 
People were again obliged to demand Re- 
ſtitution and Eſtabliſhment of theſe two 
Charters, which was granted by Act of Par- 
liament, in the Ninth Year of his Reign, 
and are the two firſt in Print; beſides 
this Act, Henry promiſed with an Oath, to 
ſee theſe Two Charters punctually obſerved ; 


and

and conſented the Biſhops ſhould excommu- 
nicate him, in, caſe he violated his Oath : 
But notwithſtanding theſe Securities, Henry 


fad 


procured a Bull from Rome, to abfolve. him 
from this Obligation ; frequently levied Mo- 
ney on the. People without Aid of Parliament, 
gave large Sums to Rome, and other Foreign- 
ers; and violated thoſe Laws he had ſworn to 


maintain. 


In the tis following Reigns, the Peo- 
ple were again oppreſſed, and lewd wicked 
Perſons were careſſed and in high Eſteem 3 
and even Murderers and Robbers, if con- 
demn'd fot their Crimes, were not puniſh'd, 


but pardon'd and ſet at Liberty ; ; and Parlia- 


ments, which were by Law, to be held 
twice a Year, were ſeldom called, but to ſerve 
the King's Purpole ; nay, Edward the Second 
was ſo cruel, and ſuch a Tyrant, that the 
People could not longer bear him ; and there- 
fore the Parliament, by Articles, impeached 
and depoſed him, and ſeated his Son, called 
Edward the Third, though but in the Fif. 
teenth Year of his Age, on the Throne: And 
paſſed ſeveral good Acts, particularly that for 
preventing Pardons to Murder- , Few 3 0.

In the Reign of Charles the Firſt, and Fames 


the Second, the intolerable Extortions, and in- 


ſupportable Burdens laid on the People; the 
Violation of the Laws; the Subverſion of the 
eſtabliſhed Religion, and the People's Liberties, 


were ſo notorious, that it occaſioned much 
Blood to be ſhed; and the violent and wicked 


Conduct, of the laſt of theſe two Reigns, 
brought Good out of Evil: For it laid the 
Foundation of that Glorious Revolution, 


which was the Author of that Bleſſing we now 
enjoy, in the Perſon of His preſent Majeſty ; our 
Rightful and Lawful Sovereign. In a Word, 

if you examine the moſt antient Hiſtory of 


England, and trace from the firſt Popiſh Mo- 


rarch, that ever ſway'd the Britiſh Scepter, 


down to James the Second, you will (I am of 


an Opinion) find but few Reigns, in which 


the People were not oppreſſed; and the Laws 


in ſome degree infringed.
